E Japanese Government regards the 
situation as practically: amounting toa atate 
of war.’ This is the alarming conclusion 
which our Kobe correspondent draws from 
tho notification issued vesterday by the War 
‘Department at Tokyo, prohibiting the news- 
papers frm publiching the movements of 
troops ar anything calculated to disclose 
strategical plans.. And indeed it is hardly 
possible to draw any, other conclusion from 
this ominous step. Compared with such 
action on the part of the Japanese Goverr- 
qnent, news of a pacific vature arriving from 
8. Petersburg or from Paris and Berlin, 
inspired by.S. Petersburg, counts but little. 
We huve before spoken of the unwisdom of 
Mgtrusting much in the peaceful “prophecies 
which have tbeir origin in. the Russian capi- 
tal. It was only teu obviously to Russia's 
interest to persuade the ‘nations, most of 
them. readily .credulous, that she desired 
only peace. As Jong as Tokyo remained 
hopeful, prospects were fair; when doubts 
succeeded, there was ground for fear; and 
now it must be admitted that the “‘doud in 
the East” lovks terribly dark. A rather 
significant departmental change in Japan is 
t$ be noted ina telegram from Tokyo to the 
North-China. Daily News on the 2%:h Decem- 
er, which stated that an amendment issued 
From the lmperinl Military Headquarters 
pluces the Naval Department on au. equal 
ooting with the General Staff, which 
hitherto had precedence, It is interesting 
in this corinection to mention that we have 
ust been enabled to see au opinion on the 
bosition in the North at the end of last year 
by an authority (neither Japanese, Russinn, 
br British, we may mention) well competent

in the Mediterranean, Whether the extra 
weight now given to the Navy Department 
las produced any change in the situation is 
perhaps worth consideration, There is 
certainly“wery great strength in tho argu- 
ment which we havo attributed to the 
Japancue Naval experts, if war ig inevitable. 
In.this unhappy event, it iy essential that 
Tapau- should vot wait for the Russian fect 
to outnumber hers. Should war break out 
at this moment, Russia's reinforcement 
cannot’reach the Far Eust, for want of coal, 
which the demands of neutrality must 
prevent any nation’s coaling-statjons frown 
supplying to her, uader penalty of bringing 
into operation the Anglo-Japunese Alliance. 
As friends of Japan #e must hope that, if 
war cannot be prevented, it nay commen:e 
ntonce anid enable Japan to put the Rus- 
sian fleet out of action. Nevertheless we 
still hold hat Britaiwand the United States, 
if they had some time ago acted in the bar- 
mony tor which their comunity of interest 
culled, could have averted a struggle ; 
whether it is now too late, we cannot say.

Ir will he noted from Reuter’s telegram 
of the Sed jnstart that the Mexican Mone- 
tary Commission has reported in favour of 
a gradual adoption by Mexico of a gold 
stantard.~ ‘This Commission is the one 
which, in company with a Commission from 
the United States, paid a visit to the princi- 
pal capitals of Europe and disvussed with 
the representatives of the various countries 
the world’s currency question. The report 
to the Mexican Government, which will “no 
doubt adopt. its recommendations, is the 
first-fruits of the joiut tour,and begins what 
we may hope ig the last chapter but one in 
the history of the monetary standards of 
the world. The lust chipter, needless per- 
hups.to say, will begin with the adoption by 
China of 2 gold standard aud the consequent 
universal recognition of theone metal. When 
Mexico has joiued the majority, practival ly 
only Chioa und Hongkong. will be left. out- 
side. By the wisdom of onr rulers at home, 
this Colony is condemred to wait upon 
China. China’s present position is. as 
follows. By Article II. of the Mackay 
treaty of 1902, it ix- provided that. “China 
ugrecs to.take the necessary steps to provide 
for an nuiform uational coinage which shal] 
he legal tender. in payment of all duties, 
taxes, and other obligations throughout the 
‘Empire by British as well as Chinese sitb- 
jects.”
